A new mobile workshop has been 
deyeloped by an English firm 
which enables major aircraft re- 
pairs to be carried out on the 
actual site of the breakdown, This 
mobile workshop, which was spe- 
cially designed for the repair and 
maintenance of alrscrews, can be 
in operation within half an hour 
of arriving at a site. The whole 
unit can be housed if necessary, in 
a tent. It carries all the equip- 
ment necessary to carry out re- 
pairs on any make of propeller. 
It is also equipped with nine spe- 
cial tools, In addition it carries 
a rapidly erected crane with a 23- 
foot lift and 5 cwt. capacity. 

One outstanding feature of the 
new mobile workshop {s a portable 
balance, with which new blades 
can be fitted to alrscrews on the 
site.

Low Grade 
Wheat For 
Hog Feed 


Hog feeding in many quarters of 
Ontario is facing a new difficulty 
which may tend fo discourage pro- 
ducers of the much needed bacon 
hog. Prof. R. G Knox, Head of the 
Animal Husbandry Dept. Ontario 
Agricultural College, who is also 
Chairman of the Ontario Feed 
Board, brings forward a practical 
and highly valuable suggestion at 
this time as follows. 

In view of the fact that it is be- 
coming more difficult every week to 
purchase barley for hog feeding and 
there are many hogs op feed in the 


t 


ever it Js available, low grade wheat 
can be used advantageously at pres- 
ent price levels as part of the basal 
grain rations for hogs. Wheat is 
lower in fibre and, richer in protein 
than barley, markedly lower in fi- 
bre than oats, and lower in fat and 
higher in protein than corn. The 
lower grades of wheat contain less 
starch but a higher percentage of 
protein and slightly more fibre. 
Feeding values are not affected by 
grade of wheat nearly as much as 
milling qualities would be. Wheat is 
fully as palatable as the coarse 
grains more commonly used for 
feed and should never be ground 
finely for feeding. Coarse grinding 
is preferable because it reduces the 
tendency to pastiness and hence to 
digestive disturbance: When mixing 


be done ona weight basis rather 
than by measure because it weighs 
considerably more per bushel. 
‘Wheat, like ‘all other grains, has 
individual characteristics and limit- 
ations in pig feeding which require 
that it be used with judgement. For 
example, heavy wheat feeding fre- 
quently results in exceptionally 
rapid gains, but carcasses from hogs 
so fed may be penalized in carcass 
grades for excessive fat even when 
marketed at 200 pounds live weight. 
When a mixture of grains is used, 
there. is probably no danger of car- 
cass penalty traceable to wheat 
when jt constitutes not over 60% of 
a feed mixture that included two 
other farm grains. This is the max- 
imum percentage of wheat which 
Can be fed safely. Asa matter of 
fact, 50% is better, and so it Is 
Suggested that the low grades of 
of Western wheat can be safely and 
economically used at present prices 
to help spin out the present grain 
supply until the new barley and 
mixed grain crop comes in,

Faulty teeth have been extracted 
and replaced to grow again by Brit- 
ish surgeons of St, Mary's the fam- 
ous London hospital and birthplace 
of penicillin. This revolutionary 
treatment in dentistry has been 
sucessfully applied to abcesses and 
root infection. In one case, the 
tooth was extracted, the infected 
end of the root were cutt off, the 
pulp canals filled, and the tooth re- 
placed in the sockets, which had 
been treated with penicillin to 1e- 
ceive them, Five months after the 
tooth had been replaced, bone had 
had reformed round the roots. The 
tooth was so firm that it was made 
to carry a missing neighbouring 
tooth on a bridge.

Potato Crop 
Care Urged 


“Take good care of your potato 
crop” is always good advice, says 
R. E. Goodi, potato fieldman of the 
Ontario Department of Agriculture, 
who adds that, considering present 
and anticipated shortages In many 
food products, special efforts should 
be made this year to produce maxi- 
mum amounts of potatoes. Futher- 
more, from a profit and loss stand- 
point, growers would be well advis- 
ed to follow sound production prac- 
tices by devoting careful attention 
to such factors as weed control, cult 
{vation and protecting the growing 
potato crop by efficient spraying or 
dusting, 


Cost of seed, fertilizer, preparat- 
jon of land and labour invoived up 
to the time growth commences 
amounts in most cases {to quite a 
high figure, therefore the crop is 
one of high risk and worth maxi- 
mum protection throughout the 
summer period of growth and de- 
velopment. Potato growing is a 
highly specialized crop and unless 
growers are prepared to devote 
necessary attention as such, they 
cannot expect “profitable yellds of 
satisfactory quality most in demand 
by the consuming public. 

Market prospects look favourable 
for all Canada No 1 grade potatoes 
that can be produced in 1945, With 
this jn mind, growers should strive 
for maximum production, says Mr.

THE WHITE MAN BESTOWS 
THE FEATHERS 

With the opening up of the western prairies in the 
last century white ploneers came in contact with 
Indians wearing elaborate head-dresses of dyed eagle 
feathers. The idea of an Indian riding over the track- 
less prairie with a spectacular cascade of feathers 
streaming behind his head appealed to the imagination 
of the period. Fiction writers mentioned head-dreases 
and artists used them; on calendars, in illustrations and 
the cigar store Indians of the last century they are 
shown as if they were characteristic of all Indians. 
Needl to say, this was an error; they belonged to the 
Plains Indians and to them alone. No one could wear 
such a head-dress in the dense forests either of the west 
coast or of Ontario. 

However, the tradition of the head-dress got into 
history books and Indian children in all parts of North 
America “learned” that their forefathers used feathers 
—the white man said so, therefore it must be so. It was 
an easy step from this to the manufacture of feather 
head-dresses, often of chicken feathers, to satisfy the 
wishes of the tourist photographer or the needs of the 
pageant. So to-day one meets in all parts of the con- 
tinent feather head-dresses often clumsily made. They 
are sad degenerations of the beautifully manufactured 
and dyed insignia of the Plains Indian, wherein each 
feather stood for a definite achievement according to 
rules of warfare that were as rigid as they were in the 
days of the tournaments of mediaeval Europe. In the 
Royal Ontario Museum there are examples of superb

The new monthly publication, “Save Ontario For- 
ests”, offers the following thoughtful comment on the 
treatment of wild life in the Province of Ontario. 

“The treatment of wild life in the Province of On- 
tario has been as shameful as that of the forest. Of 
both forest and wild life the white man found an abun- 
dance which he proceeded to use, waste and destroy. He 
seemed to think little about the effect of his presence 
and activities on the survival of these resources, He 
thought little and did even less, although almost from 
the beginning it was =ecognized by some that attention 
should be given to these matters. 

Only Natural Increase Should Be Taken 

For example, while it is well-known that we should 
catch only the equivalent of the natural increase, we 
continue to fish streams and lakes beyond their capa- 
city, and so reduce the breeding stock until the annual 
catch is a fraction of what it snould be. We cut down 
the trees along streams, and the water becomes too 
warm for the fish to survive. Forest fires devastate vast 
areas every year, and not only kill large numbers of fish 
bus often ruin their natural haunts. Forest fires and 
unwise cutting of trees at the headwaters reduces the 
summer flow in many streams to such an extent that 
fish can no longer live in them.

‘Housewives can do much to avoid losses through 
the infestation by insects of flour, fruits, and other food- 
stuffs in the horne by taking a few simple precautions. 
Food, such as flour, rolled oats, cornmeal and other 
cereal and grain products, should be bought in small 
lots to ensure that they are consumed fairly promptly. 
All the foodstuffs at the time of purchase or delivery 
should be examined to make sure they are free from 
pests. Food products should be stored in tightly sealed 
containers, such as glass sealers of appropriate size with 
rubber rings, In addition to being insect-tight, the glass 
jars help to preserve the original essences and the con- 
tents can be seen at a glance. Many metal containers 
are useless because of the ease with which insects may 
gain access to the contents, says the Dominion Ento- 
mologist, Dominion Department of Agriculture. 

During the summer, the most satisfactory proced- 
ure in dealing with infested food {s to place the food- 
stuffs in an oven for an hour or two at a temperature 
of 130 to 140 degrees F. With small quantities of mater- 
jal, the eggs and larvae of the insects will be killed 
guickly. Flour so treated will be free from insects after 
sifting. Cold storage will prevent development of in- 
sects in fruits and nuts, Cupboards should be emptied, 
sprayed with an insect spray, and washed with soap and 
water before replacing food materials. In winter, ex- 
posure out-of-doors in mouse proof receptacles for 24 
hours at zero will kill the insects. If the temperature 
does not reach zero, a two-day or three-day exposure of 
infested food materials is recommended. 

Fruit flies are a common household pest in summer 
that breed in over-ripe fruit, “pickles and fermenting 
vegetable materials. All such sources of infestation 
should be protected from flies or removed and destroy- 
ed, including household garbage. The adult flies may 
be destroyed with any good proprietary fly spray.

It will be a long time before the Channel Islands recover 
from the effects of five years of German occupation, The | 
‘island of Alderney, for example, with a pre-invasion 
population of just over 1200, is now, except for some stray 
"displaced persons”, the British Garrison, and German 
prisoners demolishing the defenses, inhabited by only 
two families. 

Hundreds of houses - more in Guernsey than Jersey - 
have been damaged, gutted or destroyed. Furniture and 
household goods are inextricably mixed, as the Germans 
| often removed the contents of one house for use in others. 

In order to deal with the complex problems of resettle- 
ment, a Civil Affairs united accompanied the liberating 
| force to the Islands. The members of this unit were care- 
fully selected, and for a year before | had been studying 
financial, legal and relief obligations. They were 
{mmediately faced with the task of replacing evacuated 
people in their island homes, and returning to England 
those who had been stranded in the islands by the arrival 
of the Germans. 

Within a week of the Unit's landing the flow of repat- 
riates was proceeding steadily. Sterling had replaced 
German marks, food on aration scale 25%, higher than 
in England was selling in all the food shops, coal was be- 
ing unloaded, and clothing with coupon books and explan- 
atory leaflets was ready for distribution.

MAN-EATING GORILLAS HAVE 
MEEKEST BARKS TESTS SHOW 


Schenectady, N.Y., July 25--The 
old adage “the barking dog seldom 
bites” was proved in reverse here 
recently when the “bitingest” and 
most ferocious beast of Ringling 
Brothers--Barnum and Bailey cir- 
cus was scientifically found to 
have almost the meekest “bark” 
or voice of any animal in the big 
show. 

A General Electric sound level 
meter, which measures quantity of 
sound, tested the vocal offerings 
of “Toto” and “Garganuta,” grue- 
some gorillas, and found the hulk- 
ing duo, most feared of all circus 
animals, to have a voice slightly 
less in sound intensity than that 
of a chirping canary. “Toto” and 
“Gargantua”, at best, could grunt 
only to the intensity of 73 decibels. 
A canary, tested under similar con- 
ditions, chirped loud enough for 
77 decibels. 

“Leo the Lion,” as far as voice 
is concerned, came close to losing 
his sceptre as king of the beasts 
but finally won out by a hair--or 
rather a decibel. “Toby”, the ele- 
phant, offered a serious challenge 
by raising the counter on the indi- 
cator to 109 decibels. After falling 
short of this mark several times, 
“Leo” finally issued a roar worth 
110 decibels. The top sound inten- 
sity of each equalled the noise af 
two feet of four men hammering a 
xteel plate. 

Except for the giraffe, which has 


|mo vocal cords, the meekest voice 
of the circus proved to be that of 
a boa constrictor, whose hiss at 
two feet registered only 60 decibels. 
Low conversation at the same dis- 
tance from the meter is the equiy- 
alent in volume. 

The G-E sound level meter found 
that the Bengal tiger, usually con- 
sidered second only to the lion, 
}could emit a roar worth only 89 
decibels, likened in volume to 
noise of a pneumatic drill at 10 
feet. The hippopotamus, although 
dubbed the “Silent Joe” of the cir-

AUTHORITY ON THEATRES 
BUSINESS VISITOR HERE 


“Ontario Theatres Are Saf- 
est In America,” Says Arch 
H. Jolley In Interview 
With Daily Post. 


Interviewed while in Lindsay, 
Wednesday on business with the 
managers of the Kent and Acad- 
emy Theatres, Arch H. Jolley, Exe- 
cutive-Secretary of the Motion 
Picture Theatres Association of On- 
tario gave out some interesting 
figures showlng the size and im- 
portance of the motion picture in- 
dustry in Canada today, 

Out of the 1299 theatres in 
Canada, 422 are located in Ontarlo. 
Over 11,000 persons directly em- 
ployed in theatres share In an an- 
nual payroll of oyer $9,300,000. 
There were over 210,000,000 paid 
admissions to theatres during 1944 
and the government received over 
$13,000,000 in amusement taxes. 

Mr. Jolley stated that the mov- 
ing picture theatres in Ontario en- 
joyed the enviable record of being 
the safest theatres on the North 
American continent, ‘due not only 
to the’ rigid restrictions and regu- 
lations laid down by the Theatre 


Government, but also because of 
the never ceasing efforts of the 
theatre owners to safeguard their 
theatres against any emergency 
Eyery theatre is 
eliminate fire haz- 
ards and the best equipment pro- 
curable is always installed and 
regularly inspected.

The 
meter seeks out and registers only 
the strength or yolume of the 
sound.

The J.P.'s remark had reference

Beef Cattle 
Glut Feared 
This Fall 


Fearing a glut in the marketing 
of beef cattle this autumn, parti- 
cularly in the west, which will re- 
sult in serious loss to producers, 
The Canadian Federation of Agri- 
culture, acting in behalf of beef 
cattle producers across’ Canada, | 
haye made representations to the 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture to arrange for the re-ppening 
of the U.S. cattle market for the 
export of a certain proportion of 
the surplus, These representations 
were made recently by a delegation 
representing the federation in an 
interview with departmental heads, 
and were favorably received. 


Cattle producers making this re- 
quest expressed full recognition of 
the committments which Canada | 
has made to Britain for meat sup- 
plies until the end of 1946, stating 
there was no thought of interfer- 
ing with these commitments. 
Nevertheless, such is the situation 
in the cattle business that they be- 
lieve marketing and packing plant 
facilities and labor in Canada may 
not be sufficient this autumn to 
cope with the rush of cattle which 
jis bound to occur, nor process the 
meat rapidly enough to keep up 
the necessary shipments. overseas, 
They feel, therefor, that the US. 
market should be re-opened to take | 
sufficient live cattle from Canada 
to relieve the pressure, and save | 
producers the inevitable loss that 
occurs when cattle in considerable 
numbers have to be kept at home 
or in stock yards at producers’ ex- 
pense until such time as the plants 
are able to handle them. 

Department heads discussing the 
matter with the delegation, made 
Known the problems confronting 
them in obtaining meat supplies 
for Britain, but recognized also the 
basis of the request from the cattle 
producers, and promised the fullest 
possible consideration, 


Apple Crop 
Failure Is 
Predicted 


While the sugar beet industry 
shows improvement, the apple crop 
in Ontario isn’t doing so well. 

The President of the Ontario 
Fruit Growers Association, Bruce M. 
Wallace, said yesterday that the 
apple crop has suffered “very 
serious” setbacks. 

These were mainly a result of the 
cold wet spring weather, 

Wallace said that the total 
Canadian crop of apples will be 
about 69-million bushels, Last year, 
production was 124-million bushels.

Book 400 Years Old 
Owned By Local Man 


Mr. J. (Jim) Glass, Russell St, 
W., former Customs Officer of 
Lindsay, is the proud possessor of 
what js believed to be one of the 
oldest books in Lindsay, 

On Thursday, The Post was pri- 
vileged to see this rare volume and 
examine its contents. 

Worn from much handling, the 
pages of the book are encased in 
a brown leatherlike covering and 
are printed with type which has 
long since passed out of existence, 

While the exact date on which 
the book was printed cannot now 
be established, the first three 
numerals of the year of publica- 
tlon are 169--thus {t can only be 
determined that it came into being 
sometime between 1690 and 1700 
AD. 

The title of the book which has 
been partially worn away reads as 
follows: “The English Spy”, or “The 
Intrigues and Stratagems of The 
French King with his Secret Con- 
trivances For Undermining the 
Prince of Christendom Discover- 
ed.” 

While the author is not design- 
ated on the same page as the title, 
@: elsewhere in the volume, the 

following footnote appears: Lon- 
don, Printed For Sam Norris 169-- 


It will be noted that this does not 
say the book was printed by but 
for Sam Norris and_ therefore 
might be Interpreted to mean that 
he was also the author. 

An examination of the contents 
would seem to indicate that the 
author was dealing with France 
under the rule of the reigning 
monarch of that period, 

This and the fact that he was 
pro-Dutch {s revealed in the clos- 
ing chapter of the book which 
reads as follows: 

“As for what else we could ob- 
serve in this once glorious country, 
nothing occurred but what hath 
before been hinted under the 
heads at first laid down, so that 
upon the all this concurred to 
make the Nation unfortunate; and 
how is it possible any other con- 
sequence can be expected from such 
causes, where the King is a tyrant, 
the priests are covetous and ignor- 
ant, the Gentry and Nobles poor 
and debouched, the people bigotted 
to superstition and slavery. 

“So that as Holland {is a Boge 
Fertilated and enrichéd, France 
is a garden destroyed; and the 
Mighty Louis hath beer all this 
while untiling his own house to 
break his neighbours’ windows.”

| young women to the call for more 
student nurses has been wonderful, 
there are still many Canadian hos- 
pital schools of nursing with va- 
cancies in their fall classes,” stated 
Miss Jean Masten, President of the 
Registered Nurses Association of 
Ontario, in an interview today. 

“There is still, in spite of the 
cessation of hostilities in Europe, 
a need for more nurses in Canada,” 
Miss Masten continued. “Thou- 
sands of returning war veterans 
will require nursing care. A great- 
er percentage of our civilian popu- 
Jation are seeking professional 
nursing care when they are ill. 
There is a need for many more 
nurses in our expanding public 
health program, ‘There will con- 
tinue to be plenty of good positions 
for good nurses, and girls entering 
schools of nursing now will be pre- 
paring themselyes for useful, satis- 
while at the same 
time helping to relieve the present 
nurse shortage.” 

There are at present about thirty 
Canadian hospital schools of nurs- 
ing with vacancies in their Septem- 
ber classes, Miss Masten advised. 
Most of these are smaller schools 
to which it does not occur to girls 
to apply unless they happen to be 
resident in the locality in which 


the school is located. Many of 
these smaller schools, however, 
have excellent training facilities 


and even offer certain advantages 
over the larger schools. The names 
and locations of these schools, to- 
gether with other data concerning 
them, can be obtained from the 
Canadian Nurses Association, whose 
executivé offices are located at 
1411 Crescent Street, Montreal, or 
from any of the nine provincial 
Nurses Associations.

Pte. Davey arrived in Lindsay on 
the westbcund CNR night passen-

not seen since he- was two months 
old. *

to be back and before I forget it I 
want you to be sure and thank the 
Lindsay*Business Girls’ Club for 
the cigarettes they sent me,” Pte 
Davey jsald as he chatted about 
the trip home and some of his ex- 
perlences overseas.

According to some who have been 
through the Niagara district lately, 
the peach crops shows promise of 
being exceptional, This is good 
news indeed to homemakers who 
have very little fruit stored away 
for the winter months. What with 
raspberries so very hard to find 
and cherries such a high price as 
well as not plentiful, they have 
very little to show for their fruit 
supply. Plums are beginning to 
come in and they are of fair 
eg although we may have bet- 
r ones later on. With pears still 
in the offing, it is another fruit 
which requires thin syrup and one 
can do a lot of them without much 
strain on the meagre supply. Pears 
today are selling four for a quar- 
ter which is just about as expen- 
sive as any we have ever tried to 
buy.

Right now we are getting 
white peaches on the market but 
they are only for eating and not 
for canning. They spoil quickly 
and are selling from one dollar and 
a half to one-seventy-five. The 
yellow peaches coming later are 
the ones to can and they have a 
ceiling price, too. Homemakers are 
ecting a lot from the fall fruits 
for up to date very little has been

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New Development May Be Boon 


Highly trained operators watch 
the glass lenses constantly as the 
chemical film is bullt up on the 
surfaces. The main equipment for 
applying the film comprises a large 
bell jar and a high speed pump 
capable of evacuating the air in 
the jar within a few minutes, pro- 
ducing a vacuum about equivalent 
to that in the ordinary radio tube. 
‘The lenses are cleansed chemically 


To the millions who wear spec- 
tacles science promises to bring 
relief from the annoying surface 
reflections which dazzle the eyes 
and distort vision. 

A chemical film so thin as to be 
beyond the concept of the average 
person--a mere 3 or 4/1,000,000ths 
of an inch--is playing 2 vital role 
im revolutionizing postwar optics. 
The magical film has been applied 
to the surfaces of thousands of 
lenses and prisms for military pur- 
poses and is hailed as the most 
signicant and important forward 
step in the sclence of optics in the 
past half-century, according to an 
article in the current issue of CI. 
L. Oval. 

“Used in motion picture projec- 
tors, it will give clearer, brighter 
images on the screen and eventu- 
ally it might be adapted for show 
even store windows, to in-

to remove all traces of grease or 
dirt, and mounted in a dome- 
shaped jig which fits Into the’ up- 
per seciion of the jar.

“Coating the components of a 
camera lens results in increased 
speed, improvement in contrast by 
the reduction of ‘flare’, and a con- 
sequent betterment in the overall 
performance,” says Dr, Bateson. It 
will be a boon to the photographer 
who muse take pictures under poor 
light conditions, or who is working 
in the field of color photography. 


Not only is the film of enormous 
value in the military sense but it 
will have scores of important ap- 
plications in peacetime living, ex- 
plained the Canadian physicist.

unnecessary for the observer to 
squint and twist his head to get 
away from confusing reflections on 


the glass. 
“The possibilities seem almost 
inexhaustible,” Dr. Bateson con- 


cluded, “but it must be remember- 
ed that we are giving our full at- 
tention to war requirements at the 
moment and the development of 
commercial uses must wait.” 

The purpose of the microscopi- 
cally thin film {s to minimize the 
loss of light by reflection from the 
surfaces of glass. Dr. Bateson dis- 
played the blueprint for a type of 
prismatic binocular for military 
use, In each tube there are three 
lenses and two prisms. Because 
33 per cent of the light entering 
the tube is lost by reflection from 
the surfaces of the component 
lenses and prisms, and another 12 
per cent by absorption in the glass, 
only 55 per cent of the light is 
transmitted to the eye of the ob- 
server. As a result, the distant 
object is seen only in hazy outline 
when visibility is poor, particularly 
in the early morning or early even- 
ing. : s 

By applying the new film to al 
surfaces of the lenses and prisms, 
the amount of light transmitted to 
‘the eye is stepped up to 78 per 
cent, resulting in a clearer, sharper 
image. No means has yet been 
Yond to recover any of the light 
loss, from absorption. 

Experiments were begun in the 
Duplate laboratory during the 
early months of the war, and by 
1942 lenses had been coated with 
a film so durable that it could not 
be scraped off with a razor blade, 
yet possessing the necessary op- 
requirements. 
production was attained in 1944 and 
today all requirements of the 
Allied governments under contracts 
placel in Canada are being met by 
the Duplate plant. The lenses 
and prisms are made by Research 
Enterprises Limited in & govern- 
ment owned plant at Leaside, On- 
tario; shipped to Ottawa for coat- 
ing, and returned to Leaside for

Some preliminaries!. 

According to Osage custom, the 
parents of the bride-elect call on 
the parents of the bridegroom-to- 
be. And they bring food for the 
prospective bridegroom's family. 

If the bridegroom's famfly ac- 
cepts the gift of food, it means it's 
a deal. The marriage may take 
place. 

But if the parents of the bride- 
groom turn up their noses at the 
food--and who would these days-- 
the romance {s over. No wedding. 

But the free handout of food 
isn'p all. 

According to Osage custom, an- 
other contribution must be made. 
During the week of the marriage 
ceremonies, the Star family, that's 
the bridegroom's family, will have 
to present horses as gifts to the 
family of the intended bride. And 
according to most recent reports, 
there ,will, be bétween 50 and 60 
horses exchanged... And still that’s 
not all. 

During the week of the cere- 
monies, the two familjes also will 
hold feasts for each other--private 
affairs for the family only. Then, 
on the day before the actual bri- 
dal’ wedding, the family of the 
bride divides the horses given by 
the bridegroom's family so that 
everybody in the family can quit 
worrying about the transportation 
problem. ~ 

The next day the big ceremony 
comes off. The wedding itself will 
be a simple affair. Held out of 
doors ‘and open to the public.

It is equally logical that this 
planning should be extended to the woodlot, says G. A. 
Mulloy, Dominion Forest Service, in discussing ‘“Mark- 
ing and Markets for Farm Woodlots”. The farmer can 
easily divide his woodlot holding into 5, 10 or 15 parts 
end work thern over a rotation. It is, however, in the 
treatment of the forest crop that he is usually at a loss 
for guidance, because he has no lore of forest. practice 
handed down to him from his forebears, as is largely the, 
case in farming. More frequently his only guide is cut- 
ting in the selection of the most readily usable or salable 
products, leaving the forest to get along the best way it 
can. Such hit and miss methods rarely if ever, produce 
good forests. 

Here is where the forester should fit into the pic- 
ture, says Mr, Mulloy. Just as in most farming districts 
there is a local agricultural representative who is willing 
and anxious to give advice and help, so in most districts 
there should be a forestry representative whose duties 
should consist for a large part in marking the farmer's 
woodlot for cutting. This service should be free, 

Helping a farmer to exploit and use his woodlot to 
the best advantage, however, is only half the problem, 
Very often, even on woodlots where all the products 
could be used on the farm, there re products, such as 
sawlogs of pine or hardwood which would bring high 
prices if marketed at the best place, Often, too, it occurs 
that some small wood-working plant in the district is 
at its wit’s end for raw material, while a few miles away 
farmers have an over-supply of the same raw material. 
Neither the firm operating the plant nor the individual 
farmer can afford to spend the time looking in one case 
for raw material, or on the other for a favourable mar-~ 
ket. The local representative should bridge the gap in 
the problem of supply and demand. He would canvass 
the markets both inside and outside his territory and 
arrange contact between buyer and seller, keeping an 
ppt all such transactions to see that fair dealing ob- 
ains.

The plum 
tree displays. its blossoms before it 
has leaves, So it appears that the 
lovely flowers grow from dead 
wood. But plum trees are anything 
but dead. They lead many varied 
lives, About two thousand forms 
of plums have been named and 
described in this country lane 
alone and the different varieties 
have various colors, sizes, and fla- 
yors.

of Agriculture says that fresh plums

Included in 
the area are Green Gables and 
many other spots immortalized in 
the famous novelist's “Anne” stor- 
jes.

Prince Edward Island .National 
Park is unique among the national 
parks o¢ Canada. Even if the terri- 
tory embraced by it were entirely 
without historic or literary interest 
it would still be one of the most. 
attractive seaside playgrounds on 
the continent. 

The park is noted for its broad, 
sandy bathing beaches, reddish- 
brown in color, one of the features 
that Anne noticed on her first: 
journey to Green Gables) and 
beaten smooth by the action of the 


surf, Behind the benches are 
sand dunes and red sandstone 
cliffs. Acrass the mouths of sev- 


eral of the lovely bays in the area 
are small islands or shonls giving 
protection to the inner waters. 
During the summer and early aut-

Montreal, Aug. 1 — Production of 
DDT, the wonder inséctitide, will be 
greatly stepped up shortly fo meet 


increasing demand: from: sections 


right across the country, according 
to an announcement by the Nauga- | 
tuck Chemicals division of Domin- 
jon Rubber Company Limited. 

DDT has been made available to 
Canadian farmers in the form of a 
stable and barn spray, and it is 
anticipated that it will reath the 
general public in other forms more 
suitable for household use in the 
near future. f 

The inert materials used in the 
composition of bam sprays are 
made from unrefined oil solvents 
which not only have characteristic | 
odours, but also present the possi- 
bility of staining and spotting: As 
a household product, refined de- 


odorized solvents will be used, and 
these will be more acceptable to the 
householder. 

While DDT 1s one of the greatest 
insect killers of the day, particularly 
damaging to flies, mosquitos, fleas, 
bugs, black flies, and the like, it is 
not a repellant, and should not be 
confused as such, The oil solvents 
which are presently being used are 
by themselves harmful to plant life 
to shade and fruit trees, and if is 
recommended that DDT insecticide 
be applied for these purposes only 
when the dusting powders » and 
aqueous emulsions make their app- 
earance, which should be sometime 
next year.

Operations against the Japanese 
Islands by Allied air power are con- 
tinuing and have been extended to 
‘Shanghai, where air fields have 
been the target. Air power is 
supplementing the warning that 
“Prompt and utter destruction for 
Japan” is the only alternative to 
unconditional surrender. 

Admiral Nimitz in his recent 
communiques from Guam has dis- 
closed the important part played

and air power has been a feature 
in the blows against Japan.

Total $50,496.300 


Construction contracts awarded 
across Canada during July totalled 
$50,496,300, according to figures 
compiled by Maclean Building 
Reports Limited. This was an in- 
crease of $18,268.200 over the July, 
1944 total of $32, 228,100 and con- 
tinued the heavy volume of con- 
struction noted in the preceding 
months of April, May and June. 
The Dominion-wide total for the 
first seyen months of this year is 
$226,244.65), an increase of S41,- 
278,00 over the same period of 
1944. > 


Advances were general in all 
types of construction with residen- J 
tial leading with an increase of 
$5,586,200 for the month. Indus- 
trial construction was up $5,196,200 
and engineering construction show- 
ed an increase of 04,486,300. 

On a regional Vasis Quebec, with 
a July total of $17,418.200, exceed- 
ed the 1944 total for this area by 
$7,701,600. In Ontario awards to- 
talled $18,515,400, an increase vf 
$5,463,400 while the four western 
provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchew- 
an, Alberta and British Columbia 
‘with a combined total of $11,836- 
400 were up $4,278,300. —

Gooseberries 
Less Thorns 


The most disagreeable operation 
in the growing of gooseberrles 4s 
harvesting. The thorns on the 
branches are cruelly sharp and, 
unless gloves are worn, the hands 
and arms are likely to be severely 
lacerated. To breed gooseberries 
whose bushes are not armed with 
thorna would be a wonderful help to 
the pickers. A program directed 
towards this end was instituted a 
mumber of years ago by the 
Division of Horticulture, Central 
Experimenal Farm, Ottawa. The 
thornless character was obtained 
from a spineless plant of the species 
Ribes oxyacanthoides, a native of 
Canada from east to west, says Dr. 
A.W.S. Hunter, Division of Hort- 
iculture, «Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, Canada. 

The fruit of this plant was too 
small to be of any commercial 
valle itself, so it was crossed with 
@ garden variety having good sized 
fruit, but thorny branches, in the 
hope of combining the thornless- 
ness of the wild gooseberry with the 
fruit size of the standard sort. The 
seedling from this cross were all 
thorny and bore small fruit, but by 
self pollinating some of them and 
growing the resultant seed a few 
plants without thorns were obtain- 
ed. Although thornless, this fruit 
Was still too small so the best of 
them were again crossed with an 
ordinary thorny garden variety. 
Among the seedlings resulting from 
this cross, one was found which 
had no thorns and had fruit of 
commercial size, The seedling was 
named Spinefree and plants of it 
were distributed to experimental 
Stations and growers all over 
Canada for further testing, Spine- 
free has not performed to well. It 
is very yariable ‘in its cropping, 
occasionally benring heavily, but. 
more often producing only a light 
crop. Its size also left something to 
be desired. Therefore, in 1927 
Spinefree was crossed with the 
large fruited but thorny variety 
Clark. This cross produced several 
thornless seedlings, the best of 
which are equal to most of the 
commonly grown varieties in size of 
fruit and yield and they have the 
great advantage of being easy to 
pick. . 

These seedlings have not been 
named, They are known by the 
numbers ©-271, 
and .they are being propagated in 
order that they may be tested in 
other parts of the country. They 
have done well at Ottawa, but that 
{s no guarantte that they will be 
satisfactory in other districts. If 
they should prove to be widely 
adopted, the grower of gooseberries 
Will benefit from this work of the 
Horticultural Division, in several

with no manure or clovers, 250 to 
300 lbs. of. 2-12-6 are recommend- 
ed. On lighf soil, manured--200 to 
250 Ibs. of 0-12-20, and with no 
manure or clover--250 to 300 lb. of 
2-12-10, are suggested. 

Dawson's Golden Chaff is récom- 
mended for the main wheat grow- 
ing areas while Genessee Reliable, 
a bearded red winter wheat, is 
commonly grown in Southern On- 
tarlo, The more winter hardy 
variety Rideau is recommended 
for Eastern Ontario, Imperial and 
Horton are the best varieties of 
winter rye. Good seed of the above 
varieties 1s available and only the 
best should be sown, 

To protect winter wheat from, 
bunt or stinking smut: and to les- 
sen damage from roots rots that 
may attack the young seedlings, 
the seed should be treated with 
one of the mercurial dusts. 

When loose smut is troublesome 
seed should be secured from crops 
known to be free. The hot water 
treatment far your own seed may 
be employed but great care ts ne- 
cessary in order not to injure the 
germination as well as make’ the 
treatment effective, 

Seeding the first week in Sep- 
tember 1s usually the best date for | 
sowing winter wheat and a little 
Inter for winter rye. For southern 
Ontarlo the second or third week | 
of September has been found to | 
be satisfactory time’ for seeding

This means 
that hamburgers, weiners, red-hots, 
ham sandwiches and all such var- 
jety of meat delicacies are out on 
Tuesdays and Fridays.” Mr. Seldon 
also remarked that the Prices 
Board would not take kindly to 
the discovery that so-called “chick- 
en” rolls containing meat were 
being sold meatless days. Chicken

Ottawa officials 
point aut that ceiling prices haye 
held prices close to normal through 
the long years of war, and these 
will continue whilé there's any 
danger of inflation. When parlia- 
ment meets in September, there's 
little doubt but what the whole 
price structure in Canada will be 
reviewed with the idea of working 
out guarantées for prices.

THE LEGEND OF THE MAGNET 

The story is told that many centuries ago, a little 
shepherd lad named Magnes was herding his sheep on 
Mount Ida. Suddenly he became aware that his feet and 
staff were stuck to the ground. Now all of us have been 
stuck in the mud, but here there was no mud. The boy 
stood on bare rock. It seerns that he had walked onto a 
deposit of a mineral which acted like a magnet and at- 
tracted the nails in his boots and the iron ferrel on his 
staff. This attractive mineral was called magnetite 
after the shepherd boy. While all magnetite will not 
act as a magnet and attract iron to it, nevertheless, all 
magnetite is attracted to a magnet. In the Royal On- 
tarlo Museum there is an exhibit of magnetite suspend- 
ed over some small compasses, each a magnet, showing 
how the specimen affects the positions of the compass 
needles. This has a practical bearing in the field when 
unwittingly a prospector, or hunter, walks over a body 
of magnetite-bearing rock. His compass no longer 
points north and if the sun is not shining he may wan- 
der for some time before getting free of the inflence of 
this “attractive” mineral. 


ATOMIC BOMBS 

After two wars that threatened to wipe out civili- 
zation, the world has been forced to rea. the para- 
mount necessity for the establishment of permanent 
peace for itself.

FOOD CONTAMINATED 
IN NUMEROUUS WAYS 
SAYS U.S. BOOKLET 


In connection with Mayor Robert Saunders’ cam- 
paign for clean restaurants and sanitary handling of 
food in Toronto's eating places, it is interesting to note 
that the United States Public Health Service in 1943 
issued a booklet entitled “From Hand to Mouth’—a 
story of food, flies, fingers and such. 

The booklet—a message to owners and employees 
of eating establishments—reveals that “food poisoning” 
is rarely caused by eating food that has been poisoned. 
Rather, most cases of food poisoning are really food 
infections caused by germs. Someone handling the 
food or working in the kitchen manages to transfer the 
disease-germs to the “eats”. 

Food can be contarninated by unwashed hands, un- 
derdone meats, sores and boils on the persons of hand- 
lers, flies, dishes and silverware handled by a “‘carrier’’, 
sneezing, coughing and spitting. Milk, milk products, 
and water, polluted at the source, may carry dangerous 
disease germs. Rats, flles and roaches also carry germs. 
When they feed, they pass the germs on. 

Germs on food can cause typhoid fever, amebic dy-

NEW STRIDES IN ~ 
MOTOR CAR CONSTRUCTION 

When car production gets going in Britain, some 
cars will use’an entirely new form of transmission sy- 
stem, with no need either for the conventional type of 
clutch or gearbox. Control of the car will depend en- 
tirely on the accelerator. ‘This new inyention, which is 
entirely British and is known as a hydrokinetic trans- 
mitter, consists of a unit in which a-form of flywheel, 

' constructed with turbine vanes and ducts, rotatoes and 
is ‘iramersed in oil. Adjoining ‘his flywheel and run- 
ning concentrically with’ it is a two-stage turbine motor, 
which is coupled’to’an output shaft. The latter is coup- 
led to the propeller ‘shaft, which carries the drive to the 
rear axle and wheels in the usual way. When the en- 
gine is running, the vaned flywheel, acting as a pump, 
flings the oil, in which the whole of the mechanism is 
immersed, tarigentially upon the blades of the turbine 
motor. The kinetic energy thus created turns the rotor 
and transfers the rotation to the wheels. The faster 
the engine runs the greater the energy available, and, 
according to the load and speed, so does this mechanism 
transmit the power dt the correct torque ratio. This 
ratio is never higher than that which is actually need- 
ed, and its selection is entirely automatics. In this way 
the ratio is lowered when the car is climbing a hill, and 
{s raised progresSively when the summit is reached and 
the speed is increased. 

Embodied in the transmitter is a simple mechanism 
which is brought into operation when the vehicle is to 
be reversed. It is brought into engagement by the 
movement of a small lever, which is the only control 
fitted to the mechanism. Cars fitted with this trans- 
mitter are said to have maximum ease in driving (no 
gearshift), operate smoothly, and are very economical 

| in gasoline consumption.

Otlawa, 

/The premiers of Cannda’s nine 
provinces are scheduled to as- 
semble in thé nation’s capital for 
® preliminary conference with the 
heads of the federal government. 
The conference, which 1s expected 
to last only a few days, will see 
proposals by the Dominion and 
the provinces on how each thinks 
the Canadian economy may best be 
organized to ensure a prosperous 
postwar country. 

Meetings take place in the cham- 
her of the House of Commons, and 
began on Monday afternoon at 
three o'clock, After the opening 
address by Prime Minister Mac- 
Kenzie King, the Dominion’s pro- 
posals were presented to the con- 
ference. The Federal brief was a 
lengthy document and required 
several hours reading, The briefs- 
of the various provinces are to be 
read next, and most of the week 
probably will be devoted to the 
reading of the briefs and clarifi- 
cation of the points contained in 
them, 

The Ottawa Government, accord- 
ing to reports, is anxious that the 
conference should not turn into a 
full-fledged debate. It hopes that 
the meeting will see a peaceful 
presentation and elucidation of 
federal and provincial views and, 
with this accomplished, that the 
provincial premiers will return 
home to think over the various 
suggestions made. Continuing 
committees will be established if all 
work out well, to work on the 
briefs presented and to draft re- 
commendations which will be the 
subject of discussion at a future 
conference.

Toronto, Ontario, August 9th -- 
The executive of the Ontario 
Beef Cattle Producers Association 
announced Wednesday, following a 
meeting here, that it opposed meat 
rationing and that it had passed 
a series of resolutions almed at 
easing “grave concern over the 
probability of glutted cattle miar- 
kets in Cahada, particularly during 
the fall months.” 

The resolutions recommended to 
the Federal Government: 

That all slaughtering facilities be | 
utilized to maximum capacity. 
That all cattle not sold after 
being offered for sale 72 hours on 
the public market’ be granted ex- 
port permits when such permits 
are “requested. 

That local slaughterers be allow- 
ed to kill all animals for which 
they can find a market.

Atomic Power Age Would Bring Drastic 


Social and Econoriifé.

‘WASHINGTON, Aug. 10 — Not 


even the sky will be the limit to | 


the world-shaking effects of atomic 
power, if science can harness this 
spectacular new discovery to peace= 
time uses. 

If atomic power is technologi- 

iy manageable, if atoms of the 

@.~ abundant elements (say 
sodium, or magnesium, or silicon) 
can be put in a sufficiently un- 
stable state for practical use, and 
if the economics of the whole pro- 
cedure can be kept right-sideup, 
then the world we live in will be a 
fantastic place indeed. 

‘You can take as many flights of 
Yancy on your mental wings. as 
you like. Here are just a’ few of 
the possibilities: 

Jet propulsion of aircraft, and 
of ships and land vehicles as well, 
could be enormously simplified. 
An atomic jet-engine might _con- 
sist simply of a casing with- a 
“disintegrator” suspended in it. 
On this, water-might- be-permitted 
ro drip: Split into oxygen and 
faydrogen, which would immediate- 
ly unite as steam, this would pro- 
vide a light power-source, costing 
almost nothing for fuel and noth- 
ing for lubrication. 

SPACE SHIPS POSSIBLE 

Or, if one of the abundant and 
cheap elements, like silicon from 
common sand, could be persuaded 
to split up and supply atomic 
power, rocket-propelled space ships 
could soon become realities, even 
carrying- human passengers, if 
hardy enough individuals could be 
found to man them--which would 
undoubtedly be easy enough.

Toronte, Aug. 8, (BUF)--Inter- 
est in Uranium--needed for the 
néw atomic bomb-- has caused 
Widespread comment among min- 
ing companies in Toronto who own 
property in the Yellowknife devel- 
opment. A Federal sponsored ex- 
pedition of mining experts may go 
into the territory this Fall. 

Uranium is one of the heaviest 
of the elements. One mine is in 
the Belgian Congo--details of 
which are closely guarded by the 
Belgian Goyernment. The other is 
the property of the Eldorado Mine 
and Refining development which

EDITORIAL 


A GIGANTIC INDUSTRY 
OF HUMBLE ORIGIN : r 

Some idea of the magnitude of the breadmaking 
industry which had its origin in the kitchen of the early 
Canadian housewife is gained from the current issue of 
Agricultural and Industrial Progress in Canada. 

Reviewing the growth of this industry the publica-_ 
tion has this to say of its progress: .* 

In Canada, for many years, breadmaking was chief-— 
ly a domestic art. But with the developments of towns 
and cities the baking of bread gradually passed from 
the domestic circle to the family baker. This continued 
for a long period, until, at the beginning of the present 
century, a new phase was marked. With the advent of. 
mechanical power and automatic processes, also the im- 
provement in transportation, the bread industry has 
made rapid progress within the last decade. Before the 
present war it ranked tenth in value of products made, 
third in the number of persons employed and sixth in 
the amount of salaries and wages paid. With the tre- 
mendous expansion in war production, however, the re-. 
lative importance of the industry declined. 

The total number of firms in the “bread and other 
bakery products industry” reporting to the Dominion 
| Government on operations for the year 1943 was 2,996 
and were located by provinces as follows: Prince Edward. 
Island, 14; Nova Scotia, 95; New Brunswick, 81; Quebec, 
1,094: Ontario, 1,091; Manitoba, 131; SaSkatchewan, 97; 
Alberta, 135 and British Columbia, 258. Hotels, — 
taurants and public institutions which bake their own 
bread are not required to report their operations, ant 
statistics relating to these are, therefore, not included 
The 2,996 establishments classified in this category re- 
ported in 1943 a capital investment of $57,067,417; they 
furnished employment co 26,829 persons who were paid 
$32,891.060 in salaries and wages. and produced goods’ 
which had a selling value of $120,445,625. They also 
spent $56,951.269 for materials, most of which are of 
domestic origin.

All seeds requires a thorough 
cleaning and grading to remove wed 
seeds and offal'as well as all liht and 
shrunken kernels, There is a definite 
relationship between plumpness of 
the seed and the size and vigor of 
the young plants produced. 


Farmers should also note that 
sowing seed infested with weed seeds 
is not profitable. A survey of the! 
seed oats sown by a number of 
farmers showed a weed content as 
high as 2-hundred weed seeds per 
pound of grain. This means that 10 
or 15 percent of the weight of seed 
sown was weed seeds.

CANADIAN MOVIES 
HELP RURAL SCHOOLS 


Rural school inspectors and teachers have an ally . 


in the National Film Board. Many small schools with 
no projection equipment of their own now have show- 
ings of films on social studies, science and natural his- 
tory and other subjects each month when the Film 
Board field representative arrives on his regular visit 
to their community. 

Films on the geographical features, natural’ re- 
sources and industries of Canada, as well as of countries 
in other parts of the world, have helped to make geo- 
graphy a favourite subject, while those on the rotation 
of the earth have aided teachers in explaining wind 
belts and the change of seasons, Pictures on nutrition 
have proved effective in persuading school children to 
arink plenty of milk and eat more vegetables. 

Teachers frequently base assignments for essays, 
the drafting of maps and posters on films of special in- 
terest, which have been shown to the pupils. Models of 
totem poles, old-style threshers, or Dutch villages have 
been made by children after seeing the originals on the 
screen, Pupils in the higher grades at some schools 
take full charge of the showings and conduct debates 
on the subject of one of the films at the end of the pro- 

‘am. 

eS In addition to National Film Board productions, 
the field representative is glad to screen whatever edu- 
cational films the teachers have secured from other 
sources to tie-in with the topics which they are teach- 
ing. This service has made it possible for more schools 
than ever before to make use of the material in Depart- 
ment of Education film ‘tibraries to provide greater edu- 
cational opportunities for children in rural areas. 


MUCH PROGRESS IN 
CANCER RESEARCH 
IN LAST 40 YEARS 

While the riddle of cancer is not yet solved, more 
progress has been made in our knowledge of it in the 
last 40, years than was made in the preceding 3,000 
yers, says Dr. W. J. Deadman in an article in the current 
issue of HEALTH, official publication of the Health 
League of Canada. 

-Dr. Deadman is chief coroner of the city of Hamil- 
ton and is‘a member of the National Board of the Health 
League. 

Cancer is not a modern disease. The Egyptians 
knew it and described it in 1,500 B.C. and Hippocrates, 
the Father of Medicine, described the disease in 400 BC. 
and gave it the name of “cancer” which is the Latin 
terms for crab. 

The 20th century brought a great expansion in the 
study of cancer and, as a result of findings from these 
studies, Dr. Deadman comes to the following conclu- 
sions: 

» Cancer is a disease which has many forms and’ 
attacks any of the tissues of the body; : 

= Several causes of sancer have been found but’ none 
o£ them cause all forms of cancer; 

*» Certain chemicals which are closely related to che- 
micals normally in the body can cause cancer; 

The theory that cancer is caused by a virus is 
strongly held, but has not been proven as regards hum- 
an cancer; 

= -It is doubtful that heredity is a factor in human 
camcer;- 

-. Surgery and X-ray (or radium) are the recognized 
means of treatment. Early cases which have not spread 
from the primary site are hopeful cases, and more than 
50°, of the early cases can be cured. The earlier the 
case, the better the chance of cure. 


EEST LILIES FOR 

CANADIAN GARDENS 

. Except for two varieties of lilies (known to garden- 
ers as Lilium Candidum and Lilium Martagon) which 
should be planted in August, lily bulbs are best planted 
if late September or October. In districts where the 
ground does not freeze until late, they will probably 

grow if planted later, says Miss Isabella Preston, Divi- 
sion of Horticulture, Central Experimental Farm, Ot- 
tawa, in the pamphlet “Lilies for Canadian Gardens”. 
Unlike the bulbs of daffodils or tulips which can be kept 
ary. for several months during the resting period, lily 
bulbs are scriously weakened if the scales become dried 
Odt and withered. If bulbs are very dry on arrival, it 
isan advantage to cover them with slightly damp 
sphagnum moss and leave them in a cool place before 
planting. 

+ All lilies have roots at the base of the bulbs and 
some have roots on that part of the stem which is below 
ground. Those with stem roots should be be planted 
from 8 to 12 inches deep, but, for bulbs with basal roots 
only, four to six inches is deep enough. They can be 
planted more deeply in light soils than in heavy ones. 
‘They can be grown in beds by themselves in front of a 
shrubbery border, or in a mixed perennial border. They 
will grow in a variety of soils and situations, but good 
drainage is essential. 


BED.T. CUTS ARMY 

MEDICAL CASUALTIES 

* A big reduction in the ratio of Army medical cas- 
yalties as compared to casualties from actual gun shot 
and combat during the Okinawa Campaign was brought 
about by the extensive use of D.D.T. by air spray accor- 
difig to Major D. C. Bews, Canadian Medical Corps, of 
Kingston, Ont. By spraying areas from the air with 
D.D.T. the expected problem of insect borne diseases 
was much less than expected. One of the major medical 
problems in the Pacific theatre had been to handle a 
high proportion of sickness due to tropical diseases in 
the past. 

:. For the past few months Major Bews has been ser- 
ving in the Pacific theatre as an observer along with 
other Canadians from various branches of the service. 
He also commented on the success being met with by 
the authorities in the wide-spread use of whole blood 
transfusions. Large amounts of blood are flown out to 
the theatre in regular shipments, packed in ice. 

Air evacuation is also playing a big role in the medi- 
cal-system. Besides the use of large medical transport 
alreraft--even small cut aircraft are being used for in- 
dividual lifts from small landing strips in the actual 
fighting zone. 

The medical problem among the’ civilian native po- 
pulation is extremely acute, Medical supplies and faci- 
Ijfies from civilian sources In Okinawa are practically 
non-existent while there are only four or five civilian 
doctors to take care of the sick. Unquestionably without 
thé use of D.D.T. a very serious situation would have 
resulted stated the major, not only from the standpoint 
of our own troops but also with the civilians.

Hunting Honey 

Hunting honéy--the real kind-- 
not the stuff that comes’ in skirts 
--is the unique hobby. of Leading 
Aircraftsman Bob. Turner, of the

/chance, Bob» hies away to the 
woods, builds a small bonfire, and 
on it places a tin containing a little 
bit of honey.

Art In Cooking Fish 

In the middlé ages, women gov- 
erned their cooking by the signs of 
the Zodiac. Today homemakers rely 
on the scientific knowledge of ex- 
perts to guide them in their choice 
of preparation of food. For example 
-here are some tips from the De- 
partment of Agriculture on what 
to logk for in fresh fish. When 
you buy a whole or round fish, 
select those that have bright and 
bulging eyes, Look to see if the 
scales cling to the skin. The gills 
should be reddish-pink and have a 
fresh odor and the flesh should be 
tirm and elastic, That is, the flesh 
should spring back up when you 
press it with your fingers. A deep 
dent will not remain in fresh fish. 
To keep fish fresh at home, store 
it fn the coldest part of the refri- 
gérator. Fish and shellfish are 
very perishable. They must be 
kept cold when raw and don't for- 
get to chill cooked fish quickly if 
[it’s not to be eaten at once. But 
jeven though fish are perishable, 
don’t fear that old” bugaboo that

Cattle Glut 
Werse Than 
Last Year 


4,000 at Toronto Yar%s as Quota 
Bars Retail Butchers From Killing 
and Packers Halt Buying 


More than 4,000 head of cattle 
were in the Ontarlo Stockyards, 
West Toronto, Thursday morning, 
There were few receipts Wednesday. 

“Most of them have been here 
since Saturday,” said a cattleman. 
“The little butchers cannot kill any 
more as their quotas are used up, 
and the. big packers, it would seem 
cannot buy and kill anymore. We 
are in a worse situation than we 
were last fall when there was such 
a glut of cattle on the market.” 

It is the contention of the Toron- 
to Livestock Exchange Association 
that the small butcher should be 
bonused to kill cattle and take care 
of home consumption, letting the 
packers care for the export of 
cattle, ; 

With a daily shrinkage in weight 
of 10 pounds per head on a basis of 
meat loss at ceiling price of 20 cents 
per pound, shippers stand to lose up 
fo $10,000 a day. It costs a dollar 
a day per head to feed and keep 
cattle. 

Cattlemen insist that there is no 
need for meat rationing, which ts 
to be ended in the United States on 
Oct. 1, while here in Canada it will 
hardly have been resumed.

Toronto, Aug, 16, BUP -- At least, 
two things haye been developed dur- 
ing the war which will be useful to 
farmers, One is a Jeep, which is not 
yet available for civillan use in 
Canada, The other is the miracle 
destroyer of insect life, D-D-T, Of 
the two, farmers are more Interest- 
ed in D-D-T, 

That's because they've been fight- 
{ng locusts, beetles, aphids, and 
such ever since the first furrow was 
plowed back iy the dim beginnings 
of agriculture. Man through the 
centuries has managed to keep the 
upper hand‘on bugs most of the 
time, But occastonally crop seasons 
came along in which bugs devoured 
every last trace of vegetation over 
vast productive areas, Famine was 
the cruel payoff, 

D-D-T is just about with generat, 
reach, and js already on the market 
in some parts of Canada. Farmers 
now have a feeling that they'll for- 
ever be the master of enemy insect 
life. Up to a few weeks.ago nearly 
all this compound was reseryed to 
protect Allied fighting men against 
malarial mosquitoes, poisonous ticks 
and flies. A little was diverted into 
the hands of agricultural scientists 
for experimental purposes. 

That was a happy arrangement as 
far as farm scientist were concerned 
They wanted the use of D-D-T rig- 
idly restricted until they could de- 
termine how destructive it might be 
to friendly insects as well as to 
birds, fish and humans. 

It's to be hoped that the atom 
bomb can be kept a better secret 
than the ingredients of D-D-T. For 
the makings of D-D-T- were recent-

ly put together by a drug house and 
offered for public sale in the states. 
Now other firms are manufacturing 
the materials {n quantities above 
military demands. 

While only Umited public distri- 
bution will be possible for a while 
yet, some men fear what may happ- 
en. They talk darkly about its “una- 
blancing nature’ by killing friendly 
Insects --bees for example. 

Dr. George Ferguson, ‘an entomol- 
ogist with a firm which makes the 
compound, scoffs at thse fears, He 
denies that scattering of D-D-T 
over the country-side will destroy 
all insect life. He says a hundred 
million pounds of arsenic are used 
against bugs every year, yet nature 
isn't thrown out of balance. He 
adds that nature is never in perfect 
balance, pointing out damage to 
crops, bird and animal life result- 
ing from droughts. 

But Ferguson does concede this 
much by saying: “we recognize that 
problems exist, that D-D-T will 
bring a degree of unbalance into 
the picture. But hysterical publicity 
has greatly exagerated it,” 

Meanwhile farm experiments with 
the material is progressing. The 
North Carolina state department of 
agriculture sprayed its dairy barns 
with D-D-T three months ago. The 
place Js free of flies to this day, 

It has been found that cattle 
sprayed with D-D-T or dipped in it 
are not molested by insects. Instead 
of bunching up in pastures and 
spending most of their time switch- 
ing flies, the department reports 
that the treated animals graze in 
contentment.

Washington, Aug. 17, (BUP) --

He said it could cover 
all Asia, the Pacific and the At- 
lantic from present U.S. bases, 
Thus far it is nameless. 

2. A rocket that is drawn auto- 
matically to its target by the pre- 
sence of heat, light or metal in the 
target area. 

3. Bombs guided by television 
apparatus operated by a man in a 
plane 15 miles away. And the 
time is coming, he said, when we 
will not have any men in bom- 
bers. They will be directed from 
distant bases until they approach 
their targets when they will home 
on their targets automatically. The 
same principle, he continued, will 
be used for defense, There will be 
jets and rockets, Arnold said, 
which will home on enemy planes, 
Arnold said air warfare of the fut- 
ure would be so terrible that war 
should never again be permitted 
to happen.

registered cows of medium quality 
should scour the country for » 
$1,000 bull, but if improvement is 
\to be effected the bull used must 
be superior to the cows, says E, 
Van Nice, Dominion Experimental 
Station, Scott, Sask. By proper 
organization in most. districts, arti- 
ficial insemination offers the own- 
ers of small herds services of high 
class bulls which they could not 
afford to purchase. In the mean- 
time many owners of good herds, 
large and small, will be purchasing 
bulls which may elther improve or 
damage their herds. 

If there ts any sort of yard stick 
by which to determine the price a 
breeder can afford to pay for a 
herd sire, it is the number and 
general type of thé cows to be 
bred. A real good bull will sire a 
calf worth more than a calf from 
the same cow by a medium or poor 
bull (and many registered bulls are 
of the latter class). The difference 
in value of such a calf at 12 or 18 
months may easily be $50 in an 
average puré bred herd and in spe- 
clal herds $100 or more. 

However, 20 calves at a $50 dif- 
ference means that the good bull 
has made for his owner $1,000 more 
than the inferior bull could have 
done, Double the numbér of cal- 
ves for a 40-cow herd and multiply 
by the number of years service the 
bull gives and the value of the sire 
soars to great heights. Perhaps a 
$300 bull’ will improve cértain small 
herds while {n other cases larger 
| herds of excellent cows may de- 
mand the use of the best bulls 
available, with the price a second- 
ary consideration, It should also 
|be noted that the price may not 
Indicate the value of a bull for 
some of the most famous bulls 
have been bought at comparatively 
jlow figures. The late James 
‘Douglas paid $710 for the Short- 
|horn bull Browndale and later re- 
fused $7,000 for him. 

As the price does not always in- 
dicate the value of a bull and as 
so much depends upon a wise selec- 
tion, an inéxperienced breeder 
might do well to solicit the help of 
two or three honest friends quall- 
fied to assist in selecting a herd 
\ sire.

In summary, the chronology of 
the rise and decline of the Greater 


East Asia Co-Prosperity Sphere 
follows: 
1542, A Portuguese ship, wreck- 


ed in Nipponese water, gave Japan 


her first recorded contact with 
Occident. 
1592. Under her now national 


hero, Hideyoshi, Japan invaded 
Korea for first time. 
1637. Japan sealed _ herself 


against entire world. 

1852. The American Commo- 
dore Perry, appearing at Yedo with 
four warships, and a Russian ship 
at Yokahama, separately urged 
Japan to open-up to the rest of 
the world. ;

The security screen which has 
veiled the use of Radar has been 
lifted and, for the first time, the 
yital part that it has played during 
six years of war is disclosed. 

No weapon has been so effective, 
both for defense and attack, as 
this radio-location technique known 
as Radar, which was developed in 
England for air defense in 1935 
and first put into operation on a 
great scale for the defense of the 
British Isles before the-outbreak of 
the war in 1939. 


Other nations were experiment- 
ing the period between the wars 
on techniques of detecting objects, 
such as aircraft, by radio reflec- 
tions. Methods differed. Britain 
does not claim to be the “first and 
true” inventor of Radar any more 
than any one country can claim 
sole credit for the motor car; but 
in Britain 10 years ago, the work 
of scientists was seized and deve- 
loped as the first line of defense. 
In this step Britain was first and 
alone in the field of practical use 
of Radar. 

Without the help of Radar, “the 
few” of the R.A-F. who fought the | 
battle of Britain would have been 
“too few", and the course of the 
war with Germany might have been 
quite different. 

In- 1940, fifteen months before 
Pearl Harbour, Britain freely gave 
her knowledge of Radar, actual 
and potential, to the United 
States. Since then there has been | 
the fullest inter-change on Radar , 
between the two countries. Some- 
times one country has been ahead 
in one particular aspect, sometimes 
the other. 

A major contribution by the 
United States has been its ready 
acceptance of the burden of quan-' 
tity »roduction which started soon 
after Pearl Harbour, 

In offensive warfare Radar has 
been used on land ,at sea and in | 
the air, and has been an essential | 
part of all three fighting services. 
In the air, it has guided the 
welght-carrying bombers to their 
targets through fog, snow and | 
cloud, At sea, it is used to give the 
exact position of unseen targets 
and to control aircraft after their 
despatch on a mission. Its great- 
est achievement is in early detec- 
tection of the approach of hostile 
aircraft. On land, it can locate a 
hostile tank and has been known to 
re-act to a single enemy soldier, so 
acute is its sensitivity,

Farmers Asked | 
To Surrender 
Meat Coupons | 


Torouto, Aug. 28, (BUP)--As in 
the case of butter rationing, far- 
mers are being asked to surrender | 
meat coupons for farm slaughtered 
meat consumed in their household. | 
They must also collect and turn in | 
coupons for the meat they sell to 
their farmer neighbors. This is ne- 
cessary to preyent unused coupons 
getting inio general circulation 
where they might upset equitable 
distribution. 

Special permits will be granted 
in’ deficiency areas where there is 
not enough livestock to supply do- 
mestic needs, In these areas the! 
is noslimit on domestic slaughter- 
ing. Special authorization to 
slaughter, for their own use, has 
also been granted to lumber and | 
pulp-wood camps which are quota 
users. 

As a final authority in matters 
concerning the granting of permits 
or the setting of quotas, a board of 
review has heen up. This | 
Board will sit regularly to deal with 
special cases and to make decisions 
on the basis of the facts presented 
by those concerned.

“While thousands of young men 
and woman are making difficult 
adjustments to civilian life, trying 
to find a place for themselves In 
the work for which they were 
trained or in which they were en- 
gaged before joining the services, 
the 3700 nursing sisters of Cana- 
da’'s army, navy and alr force are 
haying the way made ensay for 
them by their professional organi- 
gation, the Canadian Nurses Asso- 
ciation. This association, one of 
the most active and influential 
professional organizations in the 
country, has been making a con- 
tinuing study of postwar problems 

eo opportunities in nursing, and, 
on the cessation of hostilities in 
Europe, this information was made 
available to every one of the nur- 
sing sisters in the Canadian army, 
navy and air force. 

An accompanying letter from 
Miss F. Munroe, President of the 
Canadian Nurses Association, wel- 
comed the nursing sisters home 
and reassured them regarding their 
return to civilian life. “There is no 
lack of opportunity for doing or 
Jearning and your return to civilian 
life again need not present any 
great problem.” ' 

Information on available post- 
graduate courses was given, also 
information on the fields of nurs- 
ing in which nurses are now greatly 
needed either with or without spe- 
cial preparation. Government rein- 
statement regulations, information 
on education benefits and terms of 
the War Veterans’ Insurance Act 
applicable to nurses were given. 

The response and enthusiasm of 
the nursing sisters for this practi- 
cal guidance has been overwhelm- 
ing. Thousands are being assisted 
in making what might have been 
difficuli adjustments. They know 
in what branches of nursing they 
are most needed and what their

opportunities are. Many are tak- 
ing advantage of the opportunity 
to receive further training which 
will equip them for positions in 
which they are needed. Nursing 
sisters will enter universities this 
fall to take courses in public 
health, teaching and administra- 
tion, and a variety of nursing spe- 
clalties. Considerable interest has 
been shown in the new course in 
psychiatric work. 


The Canadian Nurses Association 
is proud of the way Canadian 
nurses responded io the call for 
nurses for service with the army, 
navy and air force. Throughout 
six years of war there was always 
a waiting list of volunteers. These 
nursés are needed to help build 
the new and better world for which 
they helped fight. They are facing 
the problems of their readjustment 
to civilian life with courage and 
enthusiasm and faith in thelr 
country, their profession and them- 
selves.

Grape Disease 
Is Increasing 


Dead-arm disease of grapes has ; 
shown a considerable increase in 
the past few years. This disease 
is capable of causing heavy losses 
susceptible 
varieties, such as Concord or Aga- 
wam, unless timely’ control mea- 
sures are applied, according to in- 
formation from the Dominion La- | 
boratory of Plant Pathology, St. 
Catharines, Ont. 

The disease affects primarily 
the older woody parts of the vine, 
killing one or more arms or caus- 
ing dead areas in the trunk. In-| 
fected vines usually show typical | 
leaf symptoms in early summer. 
Leafing out is delayed and the 
leaves are, cuppéd and yellow. 
Later lJeayes develop more. nor- 
mally, masking the diseased condi- 
tion of the vine. } 

Control may be achieved by | 
marking and subsequent removal of 
all infected wood at pruning time. 
This should be done when the 
shoots are from a few inches to a 
foot or so long. At this time, the | 
affected vines show the symptoms 
described , above. The extent of 
the diseased wood must be noted, 
and a piece of cloth or daub of 
paint placed on the vine to indi- 
cate where the cut should be made 
in order that all of the infected , 
wood js removed. It is important 
an the marking should be done 
when the symtoms show clearly | 
and that the cut should be low | 
enough to get all the affected | 
parts. It the yine ds old, or a large 
part of it diseased, a sucker may 
be trained up from the base to re- 
place it, These suckers grow so 
rapidly that little time or profit is 
lost by sacriffoing the whole vine. 
Since young vinéyards are much 
less susceptible than old ones, con-

But unless you are wealthy you 
probably won't have that sort of 
electronically-operated home within 
your lifetime.

So 
declares Stanley High, writing of 
the Prime Minister and his “middle- 
of-the-road Liberal leadership”. in 
‘The Reader's Digest for September- 

Of King’s 18-years in- office. in 
tive periods since 1821, Mr. High 
says, “No statesman since Bismark 
hhas served so many years as the 
head of any government.” 


Canada's industrial growth under 
King's leadership is traced in the 
Digest article. Now the world’s larg- 
est producer of nickle, asbestos, 
platinum, radium and newsprint, 
the Dominion has 4 Dillion dollars 
of United States capital into fts 
enterprises. Mr. High states. Canad- 
jan—U.S. trade “is the largest 
across any international boundary 
in the world.” 

The war has been a supreme test 
of Mackenzie King, the author holds 
recalling that {n 1939 “King waited 
@ week for the Canadian people ‘to 
act of their own free will.’ Then he 
asked for a declaration and got it

conscription in World War I 
brought Canada close to civil con- 
flict, in this war King won 52 of 
Quebec's 65 parliamentary seats, 
despite his government’s sponsor- 
ship of a conscription bill. 

“One of the world's important 
political figures, he is also one of 
the least knwn,’’ Mr, High observes. 
Notably inaccessible. seldom hold- 
ing a press conference, a’ non-smok- 
ing, non-drinking, church-going 
bachelor, Prime Minister King is 
none the less “much less austere 
than the impression he gives the 
public.” The author tells of his re- 
ception at Kingsmere, the Prime 
Minister's country farmhouse, where 
King “insisted, at tea. on doing the 
serying, and talked only a little less 
continually and no less interestingly 
than his frlend Franklin Roosevelt 
did.” 


Urged by his father to study law, 
King’s “Calvinistic sense of mission” 
and his “deep-seated hatred of all 
forms and degrees of despotism” 
led him to choose economics and 
labor relations instead. The Domin- 
fon's Fair Wage Resolution resulted 
from one of King's articles on in- 
dustrial abuses in Toronto, written 
at the age of 23. At 26 he organized 
the Canadian government's Labor

King’s loyalty to the British Com- 
monwealth is based on his convict- 
ion that it is “a fraternity of auton- 
omous communities, in no way sub- 
servient one to the other,” the auth- 
or says. “More than any other in 
fluence, King’s stiff-necked practice 
of that doctrine has established 
Canada's present independent stat- 
us among the nations.” In 1922 “his 
self-confident show of indepence” 
kept Canada from jolning Australia 
and New Zealand in supporting 
powerful forces in Britain who were 
demanding war with Turkey. “To 
this day the Turks credit King with 
saving them from a conflict with 
Britain.” 

Again in 1944 King asserted his 
policy of autonomy by puncturing a

permanent Empire body to estab- 
lish a common policy on defence. 
foreign affairs and trade for all 
parts of the Empire.” Citing King’s. 
blunt repudiation of this proposal, 
the author quotes him as saying 
“the strength and unity of the Com- 
monwealth are to be maintained 
not by policies which are exclusive 
but by policies which can be shared 
by other nations,”

Willemstad, Curacao, Aug. 28 -- 
Some “remarkable” results from ex- 
periments with penicillin in the 
treatment of leprosy were reported 
today by Dr. E. Van Der Kuyp, 
Netherlands government physician 
at the Ouracao Leper Hospital at 
Zaquito, 

Since only small quantities of 
penicillin were available, Dr. Van 
Der Kuyp sald, the experiments re- 
peatedly had to be interrupted but 
even so the results were “surpris- 
ingly encouraging.” 

The incidence of leprosy, always 
high in Curacao, has lessened 
grertly, lepromata has been vastly 
decreased in active cases, and old 
wounds have been healed, he re- 
ported.

CAUSES OF FARM 


ACCIDENTS 


VARIED, MACHINERY TOPS ALL 


Toronto, Aug, 27, BUP—In an sing= 
Je year, accidents in field and barn 
and in the farm home cost the 
American state of Ohio alone an 
estimated seven million dollars, 

Three out of four of these farm 
accidents require a nurse, medicine, 
or bandages, with costs rangihg 
from $1 to $850. 

Most other accidents required a 
nurse, medicine, or bandages with 


costs ranging from 25 cents to 
$1,000, 
One accident in 50 resulted in 


eo" one accident in two hundred 
esulted in complete disability. 

The Canadian Department of 
Agriculture wishes to point out these 
facts to all people living on farms. 
And it calls attention to the causes 
of these farm accidents: 


The largest single source of farm 
accidents was farm machinery, with 
tractors by far the most dangerous. 

The next largest number of ac- 


cldents resulted from falls, Falls off 
trucks and wagons were most com- 
mon, although many farmers were 
injured by falling off ladders and 
broken steps. 

Farm animals, generally cattle, 
were the cause of one farm socident 
in seven, 

Other farmers were maimed by 
hand tools. Pitchforks were the 
worst source of injury, although 
knives, buzz saws, and axes and 
even hammers caused injury and 
Joss and working time. 

‘Then there were aocidents sus- 
tained by farmers chopping, wood 
and being hit by flying splinters, by 
stepping on nails and broken glass, 
and by unskilful carrying and lift- 
ing of heavy objects. 

Information on personal factors 
in these accidents is not complete. 
But it does show that responsible for 
much of this injury were haste, ex- 
cltement, and—aboye all—onreless- 
ness,

Local Streets 
Are Repaired 


Chairman of the Board of Works, 
Mr, H. McFadden, reports that 
work is progressing favorably on 
the resurfacing of several town 
streets, 


Mr. McFadden pointed out that 
resurfacing is a much more econ- 
jomical and enduring process of 
maintaining streets than the old 
|way of filling in breaks with an 
| application of asphalt. By the pre- 
sent method, he continued, the 
| under pavement is reinforced and 
the new surface is good for any- 
where from three to five years. 

It Is the object of the Council 
to resurface around 30,000 sq. feet 
each year, spreading the work in 
every ward when such work is 
| found necessary. 

The chipped rock is shipped by 
train from Stratford, and is laid 
at the rate of about %4 inch over 
the under pavement. 

The present resurfacing will in- 
clude Durham from Lindsay to Vic- 
|toria Aye. Cambridge to Lindsay 
on Russell and from Glenelg to 
Station on William. 

During the spring operations, 
20,000 gallons of oil was purchased

NEW ROTATING REFRIGERATOR 
WILL COOL BY SUMMER 
AND HEAT BY WINTER 

An article appearing in a recent issue of the New 
York Times tells of a sensational development in the 
field of refrigeration. It is a rotating refrigerator that 
has been invented by Prof. J. B. Roebuck, of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin which is capabale of cooling a gas 
down to minus 270 degrees Fahrenheit or which by re- 
versing the rotor could be used as a heating unit in 
homes. 

Drescribing the operation of the refrigerator, which 
resembles a drum, the Times outlines the following gen- 
eral principles of refrigeration and then describes the 
revolutionary system discovered by Prof. Roebuck: 

In mechanical refrigeration a compound such as 
ammonia or ethyl chloride gives off gas or vapor at a 
low temperature. After it is compressed by a motor the 
gas is allowed to expand enormously in a coil so that it 
gives up heat~chiefly heat generated by compression— 
and cools its surroundings. In an ideal system the re- 
frigerant would be cooled as it is compressed. There 
are many ways of carrying out the two processes simul- 
taneously, but Professor Roebuck has hit on a new way. 

The vaporized refrigerant enters at the center of 
the rotor, which may be a wheel or a drum. As it spins, 
the rotor throws the gas out toward the periphery, s0 
that the gas is compressed by centrifugal force. As it 
flows to coils within the rotor, the gas expands, its heat 
passing to the coils. 

The temperature of the gas never rises during 
compression, but remains constant. Only the heat which 
the gas had on entering is transferred to the coils. The 
gas that flows through the coils back to the centre of 
the rotor is under higher pressure than at the inlet, so 
that acttally it is the power required to maintain the 
difference in pressure that causes refrigeration. 

Laboratories will probably use the whirling refriger- 
ator to liquefy gases in several stages, buf {n commer- 
cial practice it ought to be possible to reach a termpera- 
ture of minus 70 degrees Fahrenheit in a single stage. 
By reversing the rotor it becomes a heat pump which 
can heat homes in winter. But this is true of any me- 
chanical refrigerator. 


THE NEW JAPANESE CABINET 

London commentators observe that the new Jap- 
anese Cabinet will be judged by its acts, in other words 
by the exactitude with which It carries out the Allies” 
Surrender Terms, and in particular ensures that the 
various Japanese Executive Authorities, Civil and Mili- 
tary, obey General MacArthur's orders transmitted to 
them through the Cabinet. Japanese officialdom is ob- 
durate by tradition and temper, and the Allies realize 
that in order to bend it to compliant submission, more 
ic required than the fact of defeat (to which many Jap- 
anese Officials are turning a blind eye) and more than 
the authority of the ordinary Japanese Government. 
That is why the Allies insisted on associating the Em- 
peror as closely as possible with the implementation of 
the Surrender Terms. Hence the Banperor’s rescript, 
driving home to his sudjects that the decision to surren- 
der is an Imperial decision. Hence the dispatch of mem- 
bers of the Imperial Family to different fronts to super- 
intend the execution of the Surrender Terms by the 
local Commanders. dence the unprecedent appoint- 
ment of an Imperial Prince as Premier, It. is the relation- 
ship of Prince Naruhiko Hingashi Kuni to the Emperor 
not the personlity of the new Ministers, which gives the 
stamp to the Cabinet. 


LABOUR AND SOCIALISM 

Labour and Socialism, through their partnership in 
Great Britain say now, in effect, “We will have our 
money to have a good time and. spend it first on our- 
selves under the specious name of raising the standard 
of living. We have earned this good time.” 

The first step in this “good time” programme will 
be to nationalize the Bank of England so that it can be 
Inade a part of this programme. 

“The Old Lady of Threadneedle Street” earned its 
old-time time title as the first institution in the World. 
because it put service to the world FIRST. 

When England turns from her historic attitude of 
putting service to the world first then the United States 
takes alarm for her own position and terminates abrupt- 
ly her lend-lease policy, Attlee is reported to have said, 
“This puts Great Britain in a serious position.” Chur- 
chill says “that he would not believe this is the last 
word of the United States.” 

It also seems to be true, according to press notices, 

that Canada is not going now to relieve at once the 
heavy weight holding back industry through taxation 
but is going to continue this taxation to establish its 
social programme. 
_ At once Britain meets what Russia met under Lenin 
in attempting to establish its Socjalistic nrogramme. 
“We must have world revolution.” Then Russia says, 
“We cannot exist without forcing the world under our 
banner.” 

Nothing has upset Europe and prepared the way 
for World War as much as this effort to bring about 
world revolution. 

Socialism without God leads to the abyss of war. 
From all this sorings intense Nationalism that destroys 
International Co-operation without which there can be 
no peace. 


HARD TO MAINTAIN 
U.K. RATION LEVELS 

In Great Britain, the ration level has been reduced 
to a point lower than that prevailing at any time during 
{he war years and the maintenance of even these low 
levels will be extremely difficult in respect of meat, 
bacon and cheese, so a recent survey of the food situa- 
tion there discloses. 

The amount of food allocated to liberated countries 
by the Combined Food Beard diminishes the supply in 
the world pool from which Great Britain may draw her 
requirements, unless the exporting countries can still 
further increase their shipment. 

United Kingdom officials estimate that even if all 
their present contracts for meat from other countries 
are filled, they would still want from Canada during the 
last half of 1945, well over 400,000,000 pounds of meat 
in order to provide Armed Services, forming the occupa- 


tion forces in Germany, supplied from Great Britain, 


with their priority needs and to maintain present Bri- 
tish ration levels. 

A survey of the bacon position shows that even if 
the present Canadian bacon contract is completed it 
will still be about 34,000,000 pounds short of require- 
ments and will be 16,000,000 pounds short of satisfying 
present British bacon rations which are now the lowest 
since the outbreak of the war. 

A report of a committee of the Combined Food 
Board, issued recently, gave the information that “fur- 
ther reductions in the United Kingdom diet would give 
rise to apprehension about possible effects on the work 
output, health, and morale of the civilian population.”

Little more than a jutting volcanic plateau, Spitzbergen 
with its mines had nevertheless been considerably deve- 
loped before the war, and the houses, buildings, and 
extensive mining equipment represented an important 
investment. Now the barracks, recently built for Allied 
troops, seem insignificant in contrast to the complete 
devastation left by the Nazis. Buildings, stores, wharves, 
and mining equipmént are now little more than a con- 
fused tangle of debris. The destruction of the mines 
themselves is almost complete. Fires in one have only 
recently been extinguished while another mine still 
burns fiercely. The reconstruction of these mines and 
villages is extremely difficult, as the power station has 
been completely destroyed. The early replacement of 
this vital installation will be necessary if reconstruction 
is to continue through the lightless winter months. 
Most of the damage was done in September of 1943, 
when the Germans attacked the tiny Norwegian mete- 
orological garrison stationed there. Evidently regard- 
ing the expedition as a good practice maneuver for their 
Navy, Nazi officers watched the show as the German 
battleships “Scharnhorst” and “Tirpitz”’ pumped broad-

isix Coal-Oil Lamps Once 


Made Up Lindsay's Entire 
Street Lighting Fixtures 


(BY. E.J.K.) 

' There have been numerous gripes 
and hollers about the inadéquate 
stréet lighting etc. of ‘the town. 
‘The following review of street light- 
ing in Lindsay will give the readers 
a@ bit of an idea what the system 
went through before it reached its 
present place. 

Previous to the year 1880 this ts 
the picture that would greet a 
visitor to the fair town of Lindsay. 
‘The streets were without lights 
and it was a dangerous practice 
tor citizens to walk alone at 
nights for they were push-overs 
for mud, muggers, and what have 
you. 

After loud protests were made to 
the Town Council and it is alleged 
one of the councillors was “mug- 
zed” on his way home, the situation 
came to « head. 

Delving into the town coffers the 
Council appropriated enough money 
to purchase six coal-oil Jamps. 
Wellington street bridge drew one 
lamp, the second went in front of 
the old Midland station and the 
remaining four were scattered 
about Kent st. The town was 
now adequately lighted. 

Another anecdote handed down 
about the lights was when the man 
who had charge of them went 
around he usually had to climb 
the pole with a match io see if 
they were lit 

The Consumers’ Gas Company of 
Lindsay was formed in September 
of 1881 and started out with a 
capital of $50,000. F. C. Taylor 
was the managing director and J. 
R. Dundas was the president. The 
town had a contract with this com- 
pany which stated that the com- 
pany would instal 23 gas lamps in 
the town. 

ithin the next ten years, elec- 

ity stepped in and the Con- 
sumers’ Gas was on the way out. 
B. F. Reesor, from Newmarket, 
established a “Lindsay Electric 
Light Company”, in’ 1890. The 
power was generated from a fuel 
system. 

This company now received the 
lighting contract for the town. 

Competition is the life of. trade 
and immediately following the 
opening of the “Lindsay Light 
Company”. the firm known as the 
“Victoria Electric Light Company, 
Ltd.” was founded by Samuel and 
Alfred Parkin. 

The Parkins lasted 
yeer in their enterprise, when it 
urned. down. They promptly 

@::: up the plant of the Con- 
sumers’ Gas Company at the cor- 
ner of William and ‘Wellington 
streets, the present site of the 
Lindsay Hydro-Electric System. 
The Parkins, when they took over 
the property demolished what was 
there and rebuilt a new generating 
station. Competition between the 
two companies was spirited. The 
public got the benefit of the fight- 
ing by low rates, The rates at 
that time were so low it was cheap-

er to leave the lights on than to} 


go to the effort of turning them 
off. Both companies were giving 
service at a loss. As happens in 
such cases money must run out. 
Reesor was by now with his back 
to the wall and the timely finan- 
cial assistance of Thomas Sadler 
and. William Needler reinstated 
him. With the new impetus of in- 
creased capital Reesor approached 
the Parkins and made them an 
offer. They sold out their plant 
and the competition was over, from 
that angle at least, The new plant 
thus incorporated was known as 
the “Light, Heat and Power Co., 
of Lindsay Ltd.” 

A new source of supply opened 
up with the report of J. A. Culver- 
well of Port Hope. This report 


| bert. 


followed a visit to Fenelon Falls 
by Mr. Culverwell who recognized 
the potential power to be harness- 
ed by the Falls. Culverwell, being 
an astute business man secured 
th option on the Smith Estate of 
| Fenelon Falls and planned for the 
future. He was stymied however, 
by some smooth operator moving 
in with a supposed expert who 
gave a adverse report on the Falls 
power value. While Culverwell was 
figuring things out the Lindsay 
Company stepped In and bought 
the power rights. 

In July 1899 work was begun on 
a $75,000 generation and transmis- 
sion system. The generating sta- 
tion had an 11 foot steel flume, 
two Sampson Turbines and a 400- 
kilowatt generator. Three phase 
current at 550 volts was stepped up 
to 11,000 volts for transmission and 
distributed at Linasay at 1100 volts 
The system was officially opened 
on Mav 3ist, 1900. The contrac- 
tors were the Wm. Hamilton Mfg. 
Company of Peterborough. 


Everything was running smoothly 
for the Electric Company when 


threw a few handfuls of sand in 
the wheels. They felt that the 
Light Company was charging too 
much for their lights and began 
| looking around for substitutes, With 
municipal encouragement The 
Lindsay Gas Company was formed 
| with a capital over $40,000 in July, 
| 1901. John A. Burgess >f Toronto, 
lwas the manager and the plant 
| was built on the south west corner 
of Ken and Sussex St. He lasted 
until 1803 when his lights were 
|tested by Professor Ellis and W. 
H. Stevens, and were declared to 
be of no use as they were under 
| strength. 


The electric company held sway 
again until 1906 when the munici- 
pality with an eye to cheaper rates 
encouraged B. Dancey, of Toronto, 
| to establish what was to be known 
| as the “Gas Power Company”. This 
| firm collapsed shortly after re- 
\ceiving the franchise for, street 
| lighting and the ‘electric company 
wire left the winners. With all 
competition gone ‘and the town 
father completely routed the vin- 
| dicated light company proceeded to 
|add new improvements to their 
system. 


Socialists in the town brought 
the question of Municipally owned 
systems to a head and when in 
Octobér, 1911 the matter was put 
to the public for voting it was re- 
jected. 


| Since that time the Light, Heat 
|and Power Company has been 
taken over by the Seymour Power 
| Company and was later absorbed 
| by the Hydro-Electric Power Com- 
mission 44,000 volt Central Ontario 
circuit.

Toronto, Aug. 28, BUP — The 
Federal Department of Agrieviture 
and Health is conducting a food sur- 
vey across Canada jp the Interests 
of the rural people. The survey is 
being carried out in co-operation 
with the provincial Departments of 
Agriculture and Health. And one 
purpose of tho survey Is to ascertain 
the possibilities of increasing the 
sale of farm products raised ip cer- 
tain Canadian areas to rural famil- 
jes in other arens A second purpose is 
to learn how much of varlous foods 
are raised and consumed on farms. 
This is being done in order thal 
these quantities may be considered 
in the planning of production of 
food for the use in Canada and for 
export, 

Nova Scotia has been chosen as 
the province in which to begin this 
study, and rura] families have been 
chosen at random within five Nova 
Scotian counties selected for study. 
The information is strictly confid- 
ential and only findings associated 
with large groups of families will be 
made known to the public. 


Peak Year 
In Tourist 
Trade Seen 


Lifting Of Travel Restrictions May 
Boost Trade To New High 
This Year 


Relaxation of restrictions follow- 
ing final victory in World War 2 
has released a flood of tourists to 
the extent that the Ontario Tour- 
ist and Travel Bureau is expecting 
an equal of the peak year in 1938 
when 2,800,000 motor tourists visit= 
ed the province. 

T. R. McColl, provincial director 
of the bureaty said today that re- 
sorts throughout the province are 
glutted with visitors, and many are 
being turned away through lack of 
accommodation. 

Resort owners are in a quandary 
through lack of sufficient help and 
difficulty in obtaining supplies. 
Tourists going through the pro- 
vince “on speculation” have been 
faced with a lack of accommodation 
taken through reservations made 
last winter in many instances, 

Surveys by the provincial bureau 
indicated that Canadians in vastly. 
increasing numbers are becoming 
“vacation conscious” and one re~ 
sort owner reported his business, 
“10 per cent. Canadian” as compar- 
ed with “80 per cent American” 
before the war. 

“The way the tourists are com- 
ing into the province has placed 
a tremendous load on our resour- 
ces,” said Mr. McColl. 

Publicity being advancced by the 
Bureau at the present time in the 
United States is placing emphasis 
on “your postwar vacation” rather 
than seeking to increase the exist- 
ing burden on resorts this year.

TOPICS 


EGG PRODUCTION 
Peak egg production for the cur- 
rent season in Canada was passed 
by the middle of May, two weeks 
earlier than a year ago, Between 
the Ist of January, and the middle 
of May, 1945, 900,000 cases of shell 
eggs were shipped to Great Britain 
from Canada. Purchases of eggs 
Yor all purposes by the Special 
Products Board to the end of May 
totalled 2,345,775 cases. Purchases 
by the Board for the British Minis- 
try of Food have helped to main- 
tain egg prices in Canada. 


REYNARD THE FOX 

That astute, crafty animal, the 
red fox, continues to be very plen- 
tiful in every province of Canada 
and his skin sold at this year’s fur 
action sales brought twice as much 
as it did 10 years ago. In 1944, 
dur dealers bought 189,624 skins at 
an average price of $15.61 each, 
compared with an average price of 
37.24 in the 1934-35 season when 
104,468 skins» were sold. Foxes are 
most plen#ful in Ontario, or at 
Jeast that is where most of them 
are caught. Quebee is in second 
place, and Manitoba third. 


Among the best of Canadian furs 
tor coats is muskrat. All the pelts 
come {rom wild animals, none is 
raised in captivity. In the 1943-44 
season, a total of 1.980,892 pelts was 
sold at an ayerage price of $2.26 
each compared with 1,748,239 pelts 
in the 1937-38 season when the 
average price was 77 cents. Musk- 
Tate fur is used principally for 
coats. The best quality is sold 
under the trade name of Hudson 
Seal, and the top grade comes 
from the Rideau and Rice Lake 
districts of Ontario. The princi- 
pal source of supply of muskrats ts 
the province of Ontario, with 
Manitoba in second place. All the 
provinces and the two Territories 
contribute many thousands, except 
Prince Edward Island where the 
annual catch averages about 1,500. 


STILL NEED WOOL 
Despite the end of the European 
phase of the war, apparel wool 
consumption in North America 
continues at a high rate, and for 
1945 as a whole appears likely to! 
equal 1944. Remaining stocks of 
about 60 million pounds of wool 
owned by the US. Defence Sup- 
plies’ Corporation were withdrawn 
from public sale last May, and 
probably will be disposed of under 
lend-lease, This stockpile origin- 

ally totalled 320 million lb. 


INSPECT POTATO FIELDS 

Now is the time to inspect potato 
fields for aphid infestations and to 
ta&e special precaution nol to dis- 
triute aphids when roguing diseas- 
ed plants, sey officers of the Divis- 
jons of Plant Protection and Entom- 
ology, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, The careless handling 
of the rogued, diseased plant pro- 
vides an excellent means of distrib- 
uting disease-carrying aphids with- 
in the crop. 

Diseased plants should not be 
left between rows, or carried to the 
headlands and discarded in the 
fence row. They should be placed in} 
bags, immediately upon pulling 
(paper fertilizer bags are suitable), 
and taken entirely away from the 
plot and destroyed, so as to avoid 
aphids being dropped in the field 
from the diseased stock. Be stire to 
get the old seed piece when roguing, 
This will ensure against regrowth 
and reinfestation of diseased plants. 


ICE CREAM SWEETENER

ERMINE IS WEASEL 

On a yearly average, more than 
three-quarters of a million weasel 
skins are sold at fur action sales 
in Canada, They are bought by fur 
manufacturers to trim many a 
well-dressed woman's coat. They 
are caught im every province, with 
Saskachewan in first place. In 1944 
out of a total of 800,000 sold, about 
255,000 came irom Saskatchewan. 
Alberta contributed 180,470 and 
Ontario 143,000. The average price 
per skin Jast year was $1.65, com- 
pared with 48 cents 10 years ago. 
The fur of weasel is sold under the 
trade name of ermine. 


Recently George A. Drake, own- 
er of Drake’s Dairy, New Westmin- 
ster, B.C, appeared before the 
Police Magistrate at New West- 
minister, and pleaded guilty to two 
infractions of The Dairy Industry 
Act and Regulations. The first 
was for having in his possession 
for sale butter containing over 16 
per cent of water and ¥ss than 80 
per cent of milk fat. He was fined 
$10 with costs. The second infrac- 
tion was for having in his posses- 
sion for sale butter of Third Grade 
quality in wrappers marked First 
Grade and he was fined $50 with 
costs.

BLOOM ON BIRD 
The dry, parched, wrinkled skin 
often seen in dressed poultry is 
largely due to poor handling be- 
tween the farm and the processing 
plant. Fright, thirst, undue star- 
ving before killing, and shrinkage 
during transit destroy the sales 
appeal that dressed poultry pre- 
sent when the bloom is on the 
bird. To retain bloom, market 
poultry should be carefully lifted 
from the roosts after dark and 
preferably shipped at night. They 
should be given 2 normal feeding 
the night before and water right 
up to the time of killing. 


KNUBBY BERRIES 

The condition affecting straw- 
berries in Nova Scotia, locally 
known as “Knubby” berries, has 
been traced to injury by the mirid 
bug Calcoris norvegicus, as the re- 
sult of a co-operative investigation 
by officers of the Dominion Ento- 
mological Laboratory, Annapolis 
Royal, NS. and the Nova Scotia 
Department of Agriculture. The 
control of this species of bug Is 
under investigation. 


HOUSEHOLD FLY Is 

PULLORUM CARRIER 
Experiments with the transmis- 
sion of pullorum disease to poultry 
| have resulted in an interesting fea- 
ture, states the annual report of 
Science Service, Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. It has been 
found that the organism may be 
transmitted by the house fly not 
only mechanically but in the body 
of the fly, where the pullorum or- 
ganism lives for approximately five 
days. Flies so infected are carriers 
and, finding their way among 
healthy chickens, are eaten by the 
young birds which become infected 
from this source. 


CANADIAN TOBACCO 
From a preliminary survey of the 
crop of Canadian leaf tobacco for 
1945, it is estimated that there were 
93,790 acres planted from May 21 
to July 7, as compared with 88,495 


is 85.9 per cent of the 109,140 acres 
recommended by the Dominion- 
Provincial conference in December, 
1944, but weather conditions in 
eastern Canada militated against 
more acreage. 

The final estimates of the 1944 
commercial tobacco crop indicate a 
total area of 88,495 acres which 
produced 105,415,500 pounds of 
green leaf at an average yield of” 
1,191 pounds per acre, This total 
production realized an average of 
29.41 cents per pound, or a total 
value of $31,001,900.

HISTORY REPEATS 


Mgdeburg, capital of the prov- 
ince of Saxony, which was nearly 
leveled by Allied aerlal bombs, was 
almost wiped off the map more than 
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With more than seven months 
of 1945 gone, Canada has filled 
little more than 83,500,000 Ibs. of a 
200,000,000 Ibs. export allotment of 
cureass beef for the liberated coun- 
tries. 


That, in a nutshell, gives a pretty 
clear Idea of the effort Canadians 
will have to make during the re- 
mainder of 1945 to boost beef ship- 
ments anywhere near that 200,000,- 
000 lbs. figure. As {it stands now, 
we will fall 40,000,000 Ibs. short. 

Why? The answer Hes in the fact 
that slaughtering in inspected 
plants haye dropped sharply. Here 
is the story: 


Early in 1945, slaughterings In 
Ontario averaged nearly 10,000 head 
a week. The week of August 13 
they were 7,019 head. 

At Winnipeg, main slaughtering 
centre for the West, during last 
fall 12,000 head were slaughtered 
each week for some weeks. The 
week ending August 11, the in- 
spected kill was 7,666 head, and 
the week after 7,281 head. 


Only in Toronto was there tem- 
porary congestion, due to circum- 
stances involving an absence of 
labour and to fire in a large Mon- 
treal plant which threw a heavier 
burden on Toronto. 


These facts are brought out in 
a statement made by the Dominion 
Department and the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board. 

Even if farmers market their 
Jess desirable and off-trade cattle 
earlier than usual to help increase 
meat shipments to Europe, we are 
still not likely to achieve our cur- 
rent committments to the UK and 
Europe, Dr. G, S. H. Barton, De- 
puty Minister of Agriculture and 
Canada’s Deputy Member of the 
Combined Food Board points out. 
In April of this year, the state- 
{ment says, high officials of the 
United Kingdom, the United States 
and Canada discussed world food 
stocks. 


Meat was in one of the worst 
positions. Starvation had to be 
prevented in Europe. Each coun- 


try, including the United Kingdom, 
agreed to make certain shipments. 
Unless the Canadian people give 
wholehearted support to the reduc- 
tion in their present meat consump- 
tion through meat rationing, Ca- 
nada will not be able to do her 
full share in preventing starvation 
in Europe, the Dept. of Agricul- 
ture--WPTB statement declares. 
Livestock slaughter control regu= 
Jations now in effect are absolutely 
essential if we are to combine 
equitable 
with the highest possible volume of 
shipments overseas, F. S. Grisdale, 
administrator of Meat and Meat 
Products, Prices Board, states. Fur- 
thermore, only meat killed in in- 
spected plants can be shipped 
aboard: it is essential that such 
plants be kept working at capacity 
and most of them are not doing 
that at present, 

Particularly Canadians should 
understand the burden of their re- 
sponsibility to the world, the joint 
statement emphasizes. By and 
large, the only meat reserves worth 
talking about are in Canada and 
the United States. Denmark, of all 
| the European countries, is alone in 
having any meat for export but 
what she has js Insignificant. 

The potential slaughter capacity 
in this country is 40,000 head of 
cattle a week. With hog market- 
ings down, and despite somewhat 
restricted quotas in uninspected 
plants, it should be possible to 
market all the livestock in Canada 
if It is offered with some measure 
of regularity, Sudden excessive 
movements cause confusion and 
congestion and tend to slow down 
the regular process: obviously all 
the cattle in the country cannot 
be marketed In a few weeks

WHAT'S YOUR OPINION OF 
THE JAPANESE SURRENDER?

Fruit Crop 
Poorest In 


| Many Years 


| - Toronto, Aug. 24, (BUP)--On- 

|tario is faced this year with the 

| most disastrous general failure of 

{emall fruit crops within the me- 
mory of most growers. So says the 
Ontario Department of Agricul- 
| ture, 


| 


Some fruits, such as pears, cher- 
ries and plums, haye had such a 
| small yield that ‘canners’ say they 
will be scarce if not entirely absent 
| from store shelves this winted. And’ 
| fruit rationing, which some expect- 
ed fo be eased witnin a few months 
is now regarded by canners as 
likely to continue until next year’s 
crop comes in. 


The Agricultural Department 
says the weather, and not the war, 
|is to blame for exceptionally poor 
fruit crops. There was an early 
Spring, followed by cold, wet wea- 
ther. Apples have been particularly 
| hard hit, but the deficit will pro- 
bably be made up by imports from 
| British Columbla and Nova Scotia 
| where the crops fared somewhat 
better The best Canadian crops of 
all have been peaches ‘and straw- 
berries, and Canadian housewives 
will find them plentiful in canned 
form this year. 

Ontario vegetables, unlike fruits, 
have returned good crops since 
they’re not perennials and ‘are sub- 
ject, to certain control. Lettuce has 
been heavy; carrots more than 
|enough; tomatoes normal in ac- 
yeage and crop, and cauliflower 
|has been normal jn yleld although 
two weeks late. 

The director of the Marketing 
Branch of the Ontario Department 
of Agriculture, George F. Perkin, 
|gave this summary of the fruit 
situation in the province: 

He sald that the apple crop is 
only_ one-quarter of the 1944 pro- 
duction; peaches are 70 percent of 
last; year's production; pears are 
13 percent of the 1944 crop; plums 
are approximately 80 percent below 
the 1044 yield; sweet cherries are 
off 32 percent from last year, and 
sour cherries have fallen to one- 
ninth of the 1944 crop, The rasp- 
berry crop, however, has increased 
five percent over th 1944 produc- 
tion, and strawberries re still bet- 
ter with 30 percent Inerease over 
| last year. There has also been & 
!13 percent increase on the Ontario 
grape crop this year.

Crop Showing 
Good Promise 


Root crops throughout the prov- 
Ince continue to show good promise 
according to the weckly Bank of 
Montreal crop report which is given 
in complete detail below . 

Threshing of Fall wheat is well 
advanced, with the average yield 
estimated at 30,6 bushels per acre, 
as compared with 31.3 bushels in 
3944, Harvesting of Spring wheat, 
oats and barley is nearing complet_ 
fon‘and threshing is under way, 
with below-average yields generally 
Indicated. A Jarger-than-normal 
acreage of buckwheat Is making sat- 
{sfactory progress. Sugar beets and 
other roots continue promising, but 
further moisture would be benefic= 
fa), Potatoes are turning out satis- 
factorily, although some damage 
has been caused by blight. Prospects 
for corn continue to {improve and 
tonialoes are developing well, The 
peach crop is expected to be about 
60% of average and yields of most 
other tree fruits will be very light. 
Grapes show good promise, Harvest- 
ing of tobacco has commenced, the 
operations being about 10 days Inter 
than normal; although prospects 
have improved during the past week, 
the yleld is expected to be below 
average. Pastures are in good con-
